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U.S. AIRLIFTING. ARMS 
TO NICARAGUA, HONDURAS 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP) 
—The State Deparement dis-' 
closed today the United States 
is airlifting military equipment 
to Nicaragua and Honduras... 
Press Officer I.incoln White 
told reporters in reply to. ques- 
tions, that this telegram is “in 
implementation” of mutual de- 
fense assistance agreements re- 
cently signed with the two coun- 
tries. 

They are neighbors of Guate- 
mala. Last week the depart- 
ment announced that arms ship- 
ments had arrived at a Guate- 
mala port from Communist Po- 
land. 

White indicated there would 
be more such air shipments to 
Nicaragua .and Honduras and

The lower courts were told 
to set aside their findings and 
reconsider “in the light of” last 
Monday’s decision strikig down 
the doctrine of separate but 
equal facilities in public 
schools. 

Order in Kentucky Case. 


Another order today told the 
United States Circuit Court in 
Cincinnati to reconsider its re- 
fusal to order James W. Muir, 
a Negro, 
presented in an amphitheater 
owned by the city of Louisville. 

The Circuit Court had said 
the refusal to admit Muir was 
the sole act of the Louisville 
Park Theatrical Association in 
its capacity os a private cor- 
poration, and not the act of the 
city of Louisville or any “arm 
of the state. 

The association, asking dis- 
missal of Muir’s appeal, said 
among other things his suit was 
based on a 1947 lease agree- 
ment not longer in effect. 


In the Houston golf course 
ease, the Circuit Court directed 
the United States District 
Court in Houson to issue a de- 
cree requiring Houston to put 


into effect. promptly regula-. 


tions “which, while preserving 
segregation, will be in full and 
fair accord with the principle 
that the admissibility of laws 
separating the races in the en- 
joyment of privileges afforded 
by the state rests wholly upon 
the equality of the privileges 
which the laws give to the sep- 
arated groups within the state.” 

The circuit court said the 
city practice of permitting only 
white persons to use municipa! 


courses was discriminatory and | 


in violation of the Federal Con- 
stitution’s guarantee of equal 
protection of laws. 

The circuit court did not spell 
out any details of the proposed 
regulations. 

Louisiana Student’s Appeal. 

The Louisiana state case in- 
volves the admission of Alexan- 
der P. Turead Jr. It concerns 
a procedural iaw question. How- 
ever, the Supreme® Court told 
the circuit court it, too, must 
reconsider the case with the aid 
of last Monday’s school segre- 
gation decision. 

In still another order, the Su- 
reme Court refused to review 
a decision by the New Orleans 
circuit court that Hardin Junior 
College in Wichita Falls, Tex., 
must admit six Negro students.

HEROIC NURSE

Her 
campaign uniform was stained 
and worn, but she_ told reporters 
she was in good health. 

A swarm of friends,met her 
at the air field. She greeted 
them with waves, smiles and a 
word or two. French soldiers 
then whisked her away and said 
she could not be interviewed 
until she had a night’s sleep. 

She was taken by helicopter 
from Dien Bien Phu today to 
Luang Prabang, the Laotian 
capital, and then brought here 
by plane. 

The attractive 29-year-old 
French Air Force nurse posed 
for photographers. 

“I have nothing to say and 
I've made up my mind about 
that,” she told reporters.

Administration Lax in Fighting 
Slump, Says Economist Slichter 


Harvard U. Teacher Forecasts Rise in 
Business — Gives Eisenhower 


Little 


Credit. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (UP) 


— Harvard economist Sumner 
H. Slichter today accused the 
Eisenhower Administration of 
showing a “surprising lack of 
initiative and enterprise” in 
combatting the current business 
recession. 

“I believe that this recession 
will go down into history as one 
in which the people conclude 
that the Administration failed 
to act with proper initiative and 
vigor in adopting anti-recession 
measures,” the economist said. 

In a speech to a meeting of 
the Wine and Spirits Wholesal- 
ers of America, Slichter said 
there is a “strong possibility” 
the economy will start an up- 
swing soon and that the bottom 
of the recession already has 
been reached. 

But he gave the Administra- 
tion little credit. - 

The Next Slump. 

“TI believe that the next time 
a recession occurs, even though 
it be as mild and limited in 
scope as this one has been, the 
Administration in power, wheth- 
er Republican or Democratic, 
will act more promptly and 
more vigorously than the pres- 
ent Administration has done,” 
he said. 

Slichter said he “suspects” 
the Treasury was more inter- 
ested in trying to balance the 
budget than in limiting the drop 
in production and unemploy- 
ment. 

“Certainly it is not easy to 
find evlience that a rise of 
2,000,000 in unemployment has 
aroused as much concern in the 
Administration as the possibil- 
ity of a deficit in the cash 
budget,” he said. 

“Spokesmen for the Admin- 


istration have said several times 
that the Administration would 
act if and when action is need- 
ed, but the level of unemploy- 
ment which the Administration 
regards as justifying action, 
seems to be considerably higher 
than the people of the country 
will find tolerable.” 

Unemployment a ‘Deficit’ . 

Slichter said unemployment 
represents “a kind of deficit’ 
and that he would rather accept 
a deficit of two or three billion 
dollars in the budget than 2,000,- 
000 unnecessarily unemployed. 

He said business prospects 
depend to a great extent on de- 
fense expenditures and he 
charged that cuts now planned 
seem to be based on “ill-con- 
ceived conceptions of strategy.” 

He said the “massive retalia- 
tion” policy fits only a few spe- 
cial situations and that the 
country needs a defense pro- 
gram aimed at effectively com- 
batting the “small-war” strat- 
egy of the Communists. 

“This necessity may prevent 
large cuts in defense spending,” 
he said. 

Slichter said the main reason 
“it is impossible for me to be 
anything but optimistic” about 
the economic outlook in the 
next few years is the “extraord- 
inarily rapid growth of tech- 
nological research.” 

Research increases the de- 
mand for goods as well as the 
capacity for industry to make 
goods, he said. While the huge 
expenditures on industrial re- 
search in the last,eight years 
have not yet had time to pro- 
duce economic effects, Slichter 
said, the economic consequences 


in the near future may be “tre- 
mendous.”

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CITY WATER SUPPLY 
CALLED ADEQUATE 


Experts Say St. Louis Is 
One of Most Favored 
Areas in Country. 


~~ 


St. Louis is one of the most 
favored cities in the country 
from the standpoint of water 
supply for industrial as well as 
domestic use, a panel of four 
experts agreed on a radio pro- 
gram yesterday, : 


Cities like New York and Los 
Angeles have had to enforce 
strict rationing during periods 
of drouth, but even during the 
protracted dry spell here last 
summer the city’s 300,000,000- 
gallon daily capacity was 41,- 
000,000 gallons more than de- 
mands, it was brought out. 


In St. Louis county, where 
there were shortages at high 
points during the drouth, new 
distribution facilities added in 
recent months will virtually 
eliminate possibility of a short- 
age even during a serious drouth 
this summer, W. Victor Weir, 
president of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Water Co., predicted. 


Other Speakers. 


Other speakers on the Oper- 
ations Progress program over 
Station KWK were Meteorolo- 
gist Harry F. Wahlgren of the 
Weather Bureau, Col. Fred E. 
Ressegieu, Army district engi- 
neer, and St. Louis Water Com- 
missioner Thomas J. Skinker. 


Col. Ressegieu pointed out 
that the present flow of water 
past St. Louis is about 230,000 
cubic feet a second and that the 
flow at the lowest stages is 
around 40,000 cubic feet, many 
times in excess of requirements. 


The dam construction pro- 
gram now in progress on the 
upper Missouri river will go far 
toward maintaining a steady 
flow past St. Louis, the engi- 
neer added. 

Weir emphasized that his 
company’s biggest problem is 
one of distribution over a 200- 
square-mile area which has wide 
variations in elevation. 

Capacity Increase, 

Number of customers has 
risen from 100,000 to 108,000 in 
the last year, but capacity has 
been increased 17% per cent, 
creating a much more substan- 
tial safety factor than in 1953, 
he said. 

Weir announced Saturday 
plans for construction within the 
next two years of a new $5,000,- 
000 plant on the Missouri river 
in northern St. Louis county, 
with a daily capacity of 30,000,- 
000 gallons. 

Wahlgren cautioned St. Lou- 
isans not to become alarmed 
when a “minus” reading is re- 
ported for the river stage. 

“*Zero’ on the gauge was set 
many years ago when the river 
was low, but there was plenty 
of water there even then,” Wahl- 
gren said. “For example, in 
July 1947, when the high water 
reading was 40.3 feet, the depth 


of the water was actually 77 
feet.”

immediately beyond the _ St. 
Louis zone, taking in Ferguson, 
Ladue, Mehlville, Overland, 
Riverview, Sappington and Web- 
ster Groves, and the second tier, 
which takes in Creve Coeur, 
Florissant, Kirkwood, Oakville, 
Pattonville and Spanish Lake. 

Barken brought out that in 
the second tier, the 18,444 cus- 
tomers paid $12,680 more in 
January, an increase exceeding 
10 per cent, while the 61,427 
subscribers in the first tier 
paid $11,000 more, an increase 
of 3 per cent, and the rest of 
the customers were let off with 
an increase of only one-fifth of 
1 per cent. 

Buckner said the commission 
had been unable to determine 
the effect of the new plan on 
operating costs in the St. Louis 
area because the company’s ng 
ord of expenses was kept on 
state-wide basis.

WASHINGTON, May 24 (UP) 
-— Democrats angrily stormed 
out of a House Committee hear- 
ing otday after a witness testi- 
fied that a “Paul Douglas” was 
a “Socialist” in his college days. 

The witness told reporters 
later that it was his impression 
that it was Senator Paul H. 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, but said 
he did not know for sure whether 
if was the same Douglas. 

The Democratic walk-out was 
in protest against Committee 
Chairman Carroll B. Reece’s re- 
fusal to require that the wit- 
ness’s testimony be heard first 
in executive session. 

The Democratic walkout cut 
short the testimony of Aaron M. 
Sargent, San Francisco attorney, 
before a special House Commit- 
tee investigating tax-exempt 
foundations to determine if they 
have financed subversive activi- 


ties. 
Protest by Hays. 

Representative Hays (Dem.), 
Ohio, protested that Sargent was 
“dropping names” of individuals 
in a derogatory way and the 
committee under its rules should 
hear him first in executive ses- 
sion. 

When Reece overruled that 
point, Hays moved that the wit- 
ness “be dispensed with” until 
the committee has an opportuni- 
ty to hear his testimony first 
in executive session. 

That was voted down 3 to 2. 
Reece was the only Republican 
present, but he cast proxy votes 
for Reps. Wolcott (Rep.), Michi- 
gan and Goodwin (Rep.), Mas- 
sachusetts, against the motion. 
Representative Pfost (Dem.), 
Idaho, voted with Hays. 

Hays then asked Reece if he 
would abide by the committee 
rules which would not permit 
him to proceed with the hear- 
ing unless he had a quorum 
present. Reece said he would. 

Goodby, Says Hays. 

“Well, goodby then,” shouted 
Hays and he and Mrs. Pfost 
stalked from the room. 

Earlier, hays told Sargent his 
testimony was “peculiar” after

East German Workers, Women 
Form Growing Core of Resistance 
To Russians, Senate Study Says 


Integration of West Germany in European 
Community of Free Nations Would Give 
Them Their Greatest Incentive, Report 
on East European Tensions Asserts.

WASHINGTON, May 24. 


HE ESTABLISHMENT of a Soviet Germany as part of a 
Soviet world remains a goal of long-range planning by the 
Russians, but they now face the dilemma of either making 


their policies in East Germany 


attractive to the West Germans 


or building, threugh ruthless methods, a powerful and strong 
Soviet zone “able to unify and liberate the West Germans.” 


This observation is one of the 
principal themes of the third of 
a series of official studies of 
Russian operations published 
today by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. 

Titled, “Tensions Within the 
Soviet Captive Countries,” the 


Senate paper deals dispassion- | 


ately with what it finds to be 
the respective problems of the 
East Germans and their Rus- 
sian masters. 

Growing Core of Resistance 

Its basic conclusion is that 
workers and housewives of the 
East zone form a growing core 
of resistance against Russian de- 
signs, and that the Germans 
will gain their greatest incen- 
tive to further resistance from 
the integration of West Ger- 
many in a European community 
of democratic nations. 

“There is no doubt that 
workers and housewives will 
continue to constitute the real 
eadres of resistance,” the docu- 
ments says. “Temporary relief 
will not appease them. They 
are getting hardened to those 
phases of modified terror which 
have proven to be introduction 
to periods of even greater pres- 
sure; they have learned to dis- 
Believe promises. 

“The only things that could 
convince them would be actual 
changes which the (Soviet) re- 
gime could not afford to offer 
them without endangering its 
éxistence, its plans and objec- 
tives. Whatever the future will 
bring, the workers and women 
will provide the core of re- 
sistance.” 

The study points out that with 
the East German peasant, it is 
difficult to anticipate his be- 
havior toward his masters, but 
not his attitude. The farmer, it 
continues, has at his disposal 
means of resistance and sabo- 
tage which are less dramatic 


but no less effective than those ed 


of the industrial worker. Among 
them are many varieties af non-! 
participation and non-production 
such as giving up their old 
homesteads and w g off, as 
many of them did last year. 


Sealed Frontier Fails. 
A sealed frontier is useless,

West a Source of Hope. 

The study notes that for the 
oppressed peoples of East Eu- 
rope, the Western world is a 
source of general hope; but in 
addition to this, in Germany’s 
Soviet zone, “West Germany 
constitutes a continuing, con- 
crete source of morale, political 
strength and encouragement in 
a very tangible form, visible to 
the average man.” 

In its discussion of the June 
17 uprising in Red Germany, 
the report describes that devel- 
opment as in itself “a tension 
study on the Soviet zone of Ger- 
many” in which “all elements 
of political oppression, economic 
exploitation and social disinte- 
gration came into play.” 

“The events were striking 
proof of existing weakness of 
the totalitarian machine once 
the latter was exposed to the 
breath of the free West,” the 
report says. “There was demon- 
strated both the extent and the 
location of resentment and bit- 
terness., 

“This was not a demonstration 
or a riot, but an actual revolt. 
Its moral impact was and is im- 
portant,~ although the events 
themselves must not be over- 
rated or overstated. The fact 
that the events were possible at 
all, after eight years of control 
and terror, is a considerable 
contribution to the hope and 
morale of oppressed people in 
the Soviet zone, in the Soviet- 
controlled East and to the West- 
ern world as well.” 

Rearming of East Germany. 

As for a Soviet German army, 
the report says that the Russians 
as early as November 1946 start- 
building a military force 
within the DDR under the guise 
of a police force, Volkspolizei. At 
the same time they were pro- 
testing against the "militariza- 
tio’ of West Germany. These 
protests served as a propaganda 
device in “peace offensives” and 
perhaps as a cover-up for the 
military activity in the Soviet

N Washington nowadays, the

Anyone who receives 
“restricted” data and publishes 
them becomes liable to prosecu- 
tion and fine, without any fool- 
ish formalities about proof of 
wrong intent. 

Furthermore, any newspaper, 
magazine, or other publication 
that is suspected of being about 
to publish “restricted” data can 
be withheld from distribution. 
Thus great money losses can be 
arbitrarily inflicted. 

Total Inhibition. 

The meaning of these new 
censorship provisions is ‘simple: 
All discussions of any of the 
great issues involved in atomic 
development may hereafter be 
+totally inhibited. 


Strauss, the man who fought 
tooth and claw to prevent Presi- 
dent Eisenhower from being 
candid with the country about 
the national strategic situation, 
will be able to enforce a total 
silence. The convenience of 
such an enforced silence for a 
man wishing to exercise unchal- 
lenged personal power without 
provoking public controversy, is 
a point that hardly needs to be 
underlined. 

The fantastic extent of this 
censorship power can be easily 
illustrated. The commission is 
permitted to seek an injunction 
“whenever in the judgment of 
the commission any person has 
engaged or is about to engage 
in any act or practices which 
constitute or will constitute a 
violation.” 

There is no serious definition 


of the “restricted” data that 
may not be published; that del- 
icate question is left entirely to 
Strauss. — 

Should there be a personal 
dictatorship in the atomic 
field? 

Should this atomic dictator 
exercise a power of censorship 
no Amercian has ever exer- 
cised, even in war time? 

Is the country to be pre- 
vented from discussing the facts 
of life and death in the modern 
world? 

Surely these are serious ques- 
tions, requiring serious thought 
before they can be answered. 

They are all the more worth 
thinking about because the new 
chairman of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission is already do- 
ing everything he can to gather 
all power into his own hands, 
and to achieve the silence on 
atomic subjects which seems to 
be his ideal. 

In fact, his commission, where 
co-operation reigned for seven 
fruitful years, is now torn with 
enmity and rent with discerd 
for precisely these reasons.

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Federal aid to education, one phase of which 
is undergoing hearings in the Senate, will be- 
come an intensifying need as the Supreme 
Court’s abolition of segregation In the schools 
goes into effect. 

The Southern states, where the brunt of the 
impact will be felt, are in general already spend- 
ing a larger proportion of their financial re- 
sources for the schooling of white children than 
their wealthier sister-states are spending. 

The provision they are able to make for these 
favored students is still inferior to the national 
standard, while their provision for Negro pupils 
is grossly inferior to that. 

So, as Walter Lippmann points out, the gen- 
eral level of integrated education for white and 
Negro alike will be lower than that of white 
children now unless considerably more money 
is made available. It seems altogether unlikely 
that so much new money can be poured into the 
school systems by the poorer states. What an- 
swer is there but federal aid? 

Yet in Congress even bills dealing with the 
limited phase of federal aid for schoo] construc- 
tion are given a slim chance for adoption. The 
New York Times reports that “educational organ- 
izations, urging federal aid, have come to an 
open split with the economy-minded Eisenhower 
Administration.” 

The Conservation of Human Resources project 
at Columbia University, which Mr. Eisenhower 
established four years ago when he was presi- 


dent of that institution, has reached the conclu- | 


sion that federal aid should be. provided. It 
should be made available, the survey finds, to 
all states in which taxes for education are equal 
to or above the national average but do not yield 
as much revenue per pupil as the average. 

President Eisenhower himself said in his 
State of the Union message last year that “the 
Federal Government should stand ready to as- 
sist states which demonstrably cannot provide 
sufficient school buildings.’”” Now the President 
is proposing a conference of state governments 
to réach a financial formula for a build-your- 
own-schools program. 

The National Education Association’s execu- 
tive secretary, William G. Carr, says of this 
proposal, with bitter bluntness: “We need to 
face facts more than we need to find facts.” 

The American Association of School Admin- 
istration warned six years ago that the public 
school system in the United States was in dan- 
ger of serious breakdown unless federal aid was 
granted at once. Since then the school popula- 
tion has increased year after year and the Cen- 
sus Bureau expects a still further increase of 
almost one fourth in the next six years. 

As politically conservative a public servant 
as the late Senator Taft of Ohio recognized the 
need and sponsored legislation for federal aid 
to education. 

The assignment which rests on this nation in 
the years immediately ahead is so grave and so 
heavy that it can be accomplished only by the 
integrated efforts ofall groups of citizens. 

It will require the combined efforts of Protes- 
tants and Catholics, among others. In the past, 
some Catholic churchmen with Cardinal Spell- 
man of New York at their head, have opposed 
federal-aid legislation because it did not apply 
to private schools, including parochial schools. 

One of the first necessities will be to rise 
above that stumbling block—for the sake of an 
educated citizenship that can carry our country 


through any storms that lie ahead.

Bill Nye’s Forgotten History 


Through some mischance the full name of Ed- 
gar Wilson Nye, contemporary humorist with 


' Mark Twain in the ’80s and ’90s, appeared on 


this page Sunday as “William Edgar Nye.” The 
mistake actually was in giving the author of 
“Baled Hay” and “Forty Liars and Other Lies” 
a full name in print even though his parents ap- 


parently did so name him at the time he was - 


born in Piscataquis county, Maine, in 1850. 

Throughout his lifetime Bill Nye was simply 
and adequately Bill Nye. That Bill was name 
enough for him is conclusively demonstrated by 
a volume published in 1894 by J. B. Lippincott 
Co., a historic firm of publishers which happily 
survives to this day’ The book is entitled “Bill 
Nye’s Comic History of the United States” and 
is illustrated by F. Opper who will be remem- 
bered as the creator of Happy Hooligan, long a 
feature of the Post-Dispatch’s comic supple- 
ment. 

Unfortunately Bill Nye’s history closes with 
the World's Columbian Exposition in Chicago in 
1893. But what it lacks in chronicling the last 
60 years, it more than makes up in its record 
of the first 400 as Bill Nye somehow came into 
possession of data denied to historians both 
before him and since. 

We failed to mention Bill Nye’s history in our 
reference to him Sunday and welcome this 
opportunity to cite his work of history—on the 
lighter side—that the historical scholars seem 
to have forgotten entirely. 
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Along the Perimeter 

What has happened to Public Service Co.’s 
admirable hope of extending its perimeter park- 
ing plan to North and South St. Louis? The 
park-and-ride service from: the Municipal Opera 
lot in Forest Park fills a real need. Its creation 
has helped keep several hundred cars daily out 
of the congested downtown district. Similar ven- 
tures along the north and south edges of the 
perimeter ought to prove popular, useful and 
perhaps even profitable. 
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Patrons’ Group or Front? 


As elections go, the one in which School 
Board Member J. Harry Pohlman engineered 
his re-election as president of the Soldan-Blewett 
High School Patrons’ Association was a picayune 
affair, What. made it important were the wild 
and undemocratic methods used in Mr. Pohl- 
man’s behalf. Surely this was no example for 
the children of the school system. 

The result of the high-handed tactics em- 
ployed for Mr. Pohlman is that he now heads a 
group of about 18 members. At least twice that 
many were driven away, including many parents 
with children in the school. Neither Mr. Pohl- 
man nor Dr. James J. McCaffery, another board 
member, who was lending his moral support to 
Mr. Pohlman’s cause, lifted a hand to induce 
them to return. 

And that raises the question of whether Mr. 
Pohiman or Dr. McCaffery cared. They attend 
meetings of the Patrons’ central organization, a 
group composed of two representatives of each 
of some 45 schools, and pretend to speak for 
“Seldan-Blewett.” The fact they represent only 
18 persons apparently is immaterial to the cen- 
tral body. 

Mr. Pohlman and Dr. McCaffery are not the 
only school people who are members of the cen- 
tral body. Mrs. Irma H. Friede, another board 
member, and several employes of the Building 


Department, also are delegates. They exercise 
considerable control over what the group does, 
and it is becoming a front for their views. 

Qne remedy would be to bar board members 
from membership; another might be to require 
that delegates to the central body should be 
citizens who have children in the school they 
claim to represent. 
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Good News on the Plaza 

The plaza redevelopment project has moved a 
substantial step closer to realization with the 
filing of a formal application for federal aid. 
Charles L. Farris, executive director of the Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment Authority, is in 
Washington this week to present the case for 
aid, and he is able to give federal officials a more 
specific picture of the plan than has been 
available up. to now. 

While federal aid is essential to the project, 
by far the larger share of the investment will 
have. to come from private capital. And here 
the good news is that eight Eastern firms spe- 
cializing in urban redevelopment have shown 
interest in participating. 

One of the most impressive things about the 
plaza project has always been the fact that St. 
Louis downtown business interests themselves 
subscribed cash and pledged additional funds 
to build the projected apartment buildings once 
the city and Federal Government had cleared 
the land. But a little competition never hurt 
anybody, and it is to be hoped that capital from 
several sources will be available. This should 
enable the city to get the best possible terms, 
especially in the form of the lowest possible rent 
schedule. Moderate rents are essential to the 
success of the plan. 
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The Home Repair Racket 

The Federal Housing Administration, says 
Senator Byrd of Virginia, “has insured everyone 
against loss except. the borrower in 17,000,000 
repair or improvement loans.’ Truer words 
were never spoken. 

According to the Senator, FHA issued $7,600,- 
000,000 in such loans without any prior appraisal 
of the cost of the home repairs or improvements. 
Justice Department spokesmen already had re- 
ported a giant racket by which home owners 
were defrauded through costly or shoddy re- 
pairs. Some could not pay off the loans. As 
a result, Senator Byrd reports, the lenders have 
filed claims for more than $150,000,000 against 
FHA. 

Earlier investigation showed a somewhat simi- 
lar misuse of the middle-income apartment house 
program. FHA insured loans which were too 
often based on excessive cost figures, the build- 
ers pocketed the difference and the tenants had 
to pay higher rents to foot the bill. Much of the 
apartment house scandal occurred under Demo- 
cratic Administrations; the home repair racket 
burgeoned under the Republicans. But the 
politics made no difference. 

In each case the builder, contractor and lend- 
er were amply protected by Government insur- 
ance. The person who was not so well protected 
in these particular deals was the home owner 
or tenant. And isn’t he the fellow whom FHA 
was supposed to help first of all? 
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A Man’s Castle—How Long?

He 
listens to persons who are suspect and those who 
are not. He may record hundreds of thousands 
of words of purely private exchange and not 
find one word relating to law violation or lead- 
ing to indictment and trial. 

Senator Morse said that the time had come 
for another constitutional battle in Congress in 
protection of the right of the citizen to privacy 
in his home. The Senator is entirely right 
about this. If the citizen’s home is still tobe 
“his castle,” as Revolutionary patriot, James 
Otis, called it, the Attorney General’s wiretap- 
ping bill must be defeated in the House. Here 
is a freedom that can be weakened only at the 
nation’s peril. 
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Weekend Drownings Begin 

The season of weekend drownings bas come, 
From now until the weather turns cool again, 
the daily newspaper on most Mondays will re- 
port a fresh series of tragedies in the water. Too 
many will occur in the Meramec, a quiet stream 
that annually takes a toll of 15 to 20 lives, 

Water safety is of course primarily a matter 
of individual responsibility. But people invari- 
ably grow too sure of themselves and accidents 
will happen. Perhaps the St. Louis County Coun- 
cil might explore the subject of water safety on 
the Meramec. County funds might be employed 
to augment the volunteer lifesaving activities of 
a private group like the Meramec River Patrol. 
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Not the Best Case 

The Appellate division of the New York Su- 
preme Court has reversed the vice conviction of 
Minot F. Jelke because the Sixth Amendment’s 
guarantee of a public trial was ignored by the 
trial judge. 

The appeals court held that General Sessions 
Judge Francis L. Valente overstepped his au- 
thority by excluding the press and public while 
the prosecution’s case was being presented, and 
indeed he did. As the court pointed out, it is 
intolerable to expose the defense to the “pitiless 
glare of the press and public” while shielding 
the prosecution. Under those circumstances no 
trial could be fair. 

Judge Valente declared at the time that this 
unorthodox procedure was necessary to protect 
public morals, an opinion clearly grounded in 
the vigorous exploitation of the case by sensa- 
tion-mongering newspapers. And at this five 
New York newspapers and two press associations 
sounded the alarm. In a separate action in the 
courts they attempted to prohibit Judge Valente 
from enforcing his order. They were unsuccess- 
ful, but their appeal now is pending in the 
Court of Appeals at Albany, New York’s ee 
bench. 

The cause of freedom of the press otahiny 
will be served by a decision favorable to the 
newspapers and press associations, This would 
be a gain not only for the appellants but for 
every citizen of New York. Even so, it is too bad 
that the newspapers put themselves in a position 
where people could question whether they were 


more concerned with exploiting filth to peddle 


papers than with freedom of the press.

One won- 
ders — especially 
when one sees 
figures such as 
the News-Chronicle 
provided in a re- 
cent Gallup poll. 
They show that 40 
per cent of the peo- 
ple answering in 
Britain disapproved 
of the role now be- ==>: 
ing played by the George C. Marshall 
United States in 
world affairs, 37 per cent approved, and 
23 per cent were uncertain. 


If one thinks in broad terms of the 
role played by the United States in 
world affairs since the war three things 
stand out. 


First, the United States has done 
more than any other country to guar- 
antee peace in the world. _ Secondly, 
America remains the foremost country 
in the world, whose ideal, in the words 
of its own Constitution, is to “promote 
the general welfare and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and our 
posterity.” Thirdly, the United States 
has done more than any country in the 
world to help others and secure their 
health, prosperity and welfare. 

Proof of the first point lies in Ameri- 
can help which saved Greece from 
falling to rebellion, in the swift reac- 
tion to the Berlin blockade and the 
saving of that city from being strangled 
by Communist pressure, in the guaran- 
tee given through the North Atlantic 
Treaty to Western Europe and the back- 
ing of that guarantee with the troops 
and aircraft now stationed in Europe, 
and in the American resistance to ag- 
gression in Korea. 

The list is dull through familiarity. 
But is it not sometimes forgotten? And 
do we not sometimes too easily assume 


that because the United States did 
these things she was bound to do them 
anyway? 

The assumption is false. It would 
have been easy for all the Kennicotts 
to retire to their gopher prairies, as 
they did after the First World War, and 
there forget about all the torments and 
troubles in the distant continents of 
Europe and Asia. Or it would have 
been easy for America to take the Mac- 
Arthur line, and “go it alone.” 


But she did neither of these things. 
She has sought conscientiously—if at 
times rather impatiently—to do her 
duty in the world and to stand by her 
friends and allies. 

If they forget it they will do so at 
their own peril. There is a real risk 
that the apathy, ingratitude, and un- 
thinking criticism of other countries 


~ will turn Americans inwards again upon 


themselves. They are disillusioned be- 
cause so often the presence of Ameri- 
can troops in Germany and France and 
other foreign places is treated -as if it 
were solely a policy of American self- 
interest, 


They are disillusioned because the 


"Americans in Korea were left to fight 


almost the whole war. on behalf of the 
United Nations, unsupported by other 
members... (It will be hard for any 
American Administration again to in- 
tervene on behalf of others, as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has discovered over 
Indochina.) - 

They are disillusioned because the 
world seems to think that the Marshall 
plan and Point IV were merely design- 
ed to give America control of new mar- 
kets. (As a-result there is strong resist- 
ance now. to any further programs of 
foreign aid, however urgent the need.) 
They are disillusioned because they set 
out after the war to help the world to 
its feet, and yet nobody seems to like 


them. 

One day they may take the critics at 
their word and go home, back.to Ameri- 
ca and back to isolation. That would be 
a catastrophic day for Western Europe 
and many other places where liberty 
still matters. 

Let us hope it does not come: and 
let us be careful not to hasten its ar- 
rival. There are many valid: grounds 
for criticizing American policy and 
ee mathode.

Love and War in Florida 


RIVER IN THE WIND, by Edith Pope. (Charles 

Scribner's Sons, 392 pgs., $3.95.) 

As described on the dust jacket, 
“River in the Wind” is “a novel ef 
Florida in the Seminole Wars.” How- 
ever, this book is not at all like the 
many historical books that have been 
flooding the market in the past years. 
It is a warm, honest story of human be- 
ings and their terribly important pe 
sonal problems and how they are affect- 
ed by the Seminole Wars. To Thad 
Renfro, an ex-New Yorker, Florida was 
a state of perpetual delight. His father, 
although suffering from tuberculosis, 
had secured a position as overseer on 
Judge William 
King’s orange grove 
at Beulah, 20 miles 
from St. Augustine. 
To Thad at 8, 
Judge King was the 
most wonderful 
person in the whole 
world, next to his 
daughter Medora, 
of course. Medora 
and Thad had been 
in love for years, 
but did not know it. 

One day, Thad re- 
ceived totally un- 
expected and shock- 
ing news. Medora 
was married to Moncure Lauren, a New 
Yorker who hoped to establish a bank 
in St. Augustine. To Medora, who was 
also 15, marriage would make no dif- 
ference to her and Thad.* She knew 
so little of marriage she thought it sim- 
ply meant having her own house, where 
she could entertain Thad. 


With Medora away in New: York and 
Europe, Thad received a liberal educa- 
tion from her father Judge King, as 
Thad accompanied him on his circuit 
rounds.

He and Medora discovered on Carnival 
Night that they were in love and Me- 
dora, overwhelmed by this astonishing 
discovery of what love could really be 
like, insisted that her father get her a 
divorce.

Chief Bender Dead; Rated One 
Of Greatest Clutch Pitchers of 
All Time by Veteran Connie Mack 


Connie Mack, paid tribute today 


The Chief, one of the bright- 
est stars in Connie’s diadem 
shortly after the turn of the 
century, was struck down by 
cancer Saturday at the age of 
71. Only last September, the 
Chief was elected to baseball’s 
Hall of Fame. 

Mack, obviously saddened by 
the death of the famed Athletics’ 
pitcher and his old friend, hark- 
ened back to the days when 
Bender was “unbeatable in ev- 


year period” with the Philadel- 
phia Athletics. 

“The Chief was undoubtedly 
the greatest pitcher the major 
leagues have ever seen,” Mack 
said of the half-Chippewa In- 
dian who accomplished just 
about every feat that can be 
expected of a major league 
hurler. 

Bender, a product of the fa- 
bled Carlisle Indian School that 
produced Jim Thorpe, pitched 
a ho-hitter against Cleveland in 
1910 when he also compiled a 
23-5. record—his best year in 
the majors. 

Bender began his major 
league career with Philadelphia 
in 1903, and he faced his last 
major league batter in a one- 
inning appearance with the Chi- 
cago Cubs in 1925. During that 
period, the Chief won 193 and

NEW YORK, May 24 (UP)— 
An editor of Fortune magazine 
said today that the nation’s 
“new look” defense planners 
are taking “a prodigious mili- 
tary risk” in slowing the build- 
up of the Air Force. 

Charles J. V. Murphy, in an 
article in the issue ‘of Fortune 
to be published tomorrow, con- 
curs with two former Demo- 
cratic Air Secretaries in a study 
of criticisms of the Eisenhower 
defense policy. 

Murphy noted that Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson 
“has intimated that Communist 
successes in Indochina - may 
force a ‘soul-searching fre- 
examination’ of tiie current 
military budget. 

“The proper place to begin 
is with the Air Force,” Murphy 
wrote. “If the massive-retalia- 
tion strategy is to continue to 
deter, the Air Force must be 
provided with the qualitative 


weapon development, the Com- 
munists are beginning “‘to crowd 
United States ascendency.” 


“Control of the air will de- 
termine, at. Jeast until the open- 
ing of the intercontinental guid- 
ed-missle era; on whose side 
the new super-weapons will 
count most heavily,” he wrote.

NAACP. PUSHES 
COMPLIANCE WITH 
SUHOOL DECISION 


It Plans to Petition 
Boards in South to 
End Segregation Im- 
mediately. 


ATLANTA, May 24 (AP)—Ne- 
gro leaders throughout the 
South will petition boards of 
education to eliminate school 
segregation immediately in the 
first mass follow-up of the Unit- 
ed*States Supreme Court ruling 
on segregation, 

That strategy was disclosed 
yesterday after a conference 
here of leaders of the National 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People from 
18 states. 

Issuing an “Atlanta declara- 
tion,” the N.A.A.C.P. officials 
called for integration at all 
school levels and advocated Ne- 
gro teacher assignments and 
Federal aid for education. 

Thurgood Marshall, special 
legal counsel for the N.A.A.C.P., 
and Walter White, executive 
secretary, were the chief spokes- 


men in a press conference fol- 
lowing the closed meetings.’ 

Marshall, who represented the 
organization in the Supreme 
Court arguments, said there 
would not be “time for imagin- 
ary problems” in ending school 
segregation. He did not esti- 
mate how long it would take, 
however. 

Warns Against “Gerrymander.” 
He warned against “gerry- 
mandering” school districts to 
evade the court ruling, although 
he said he recognizes the right 
of school boards to set up dis- 
trict lines. (To gerrymander is 
to divide a civil district in an 
unnatural or unfair way in or- 
der to achieve an unjust advan- 
tage.) 

The N.A.A.C.P. will take up 
the subject of segregation in 
other fields when it meets in 
Dallas next .month, Marshall 
said. 

White assailed three critics 
of the Supreme Court—Gov. 
Herman Talmadge of Georgia, 
Gov. James F, Byrnes of South 
Carolina, and Senator Richard 
B. Russell (Dem.), Georgia. 

He described Talmadge and 
Byrnes as “the two most pathetic 
figures in American life today 
. . . in their frustration and 
bitterness. ” Both Governors are 
shaping plans to evade the court 
ruling. 

White said of Russell: 
“Frightened by the possibility 
that Herman Talmadge might 
run against him for the United 
Seates Senate, Senator Russell 
made one of the most intem- 
perate speeches of recent years 
on the floor of the United States 
Senate, denouncing the United 
States ‘Supreme Court.” 

The N.A.A.C.P. leader added 
that this scotched Russell's 
“burning ambition to be Presi- 
dent of the United States” and 
at the same time supplied the 
Kremlin with propaganda ma- 
terial. 

Russell said in Washington 
that he had no comment. 

In the statement issued here 
the N.A.A.C.P. officials noted 
that “school officials will have 
certain administrative problems 
in transferring from‘a segregat- 
ed to a non-segregated system,” 
but added: “We will resist the 
use of any tactics contrived for 
the sole purpose of delaying de- 
segregation.” 

Talmadge’s Statement. 

Talmadge did not comment 
afterwards on the N.A.A.C.P. 
plan for approaching local school 
boards. He did say, however: 
“The people of Georgia well 
know my views. As long as I’m 
Governor of Georgia there .will 
be no mixed schools. I am not 
interested in pleasing Commu- 
nists at home or abroad.” 

Since the Georgia Constitu- 
tion bars second terms, the Gov- 
ernor will leave office at the 
end of this year. Talmadge on 
Saturday stopped a move among 
his supporters to seek a change 
in the Constitution to allow him 
to seek a successive four-year 
term.

ATELY I've been running 
L into a lot of sleepless wives. 

Can't figure out the reason, 
but naturally this sleeplessness 
must be caused by husbands, 

When a man gets insomnia, he 
generally shoulders the full re- 
sponsibility for it himself. He 
figures he drank too much cof- 
fee, ate the wrong combination 
of foods, or else took his busi- 
ness or personal worries to bed 
with him. 

A wife approaches the problem 
from the opposite direction. 

“IT can't sleep,” she muses. 
“Why? What has my husband 
been up to now?” 

Her only task then is to find 
something her husband has done 
wrong. As this isn’t very diffi- 
cult for the average wife, she 
pins down his latest error, 
bawls him out roundly, and then 
is able again to sleep the sleep 
of the just. - 

Sometimes a husband discov- 
ers his wife’s insomnia has been 
caused not by something he did 
—but something he didn’t do. 

“Why didn’t you stop me from 
eating that rich dessert?” she 
tells him. “You knew it wouldn't 
agree with me.

Chicken Can 


Be Thawed 
And Baked 


By Edith M. Barber 


OME frozen foods- can be 

G sed without much pre-prep- 
aration for a quick meal. 

Others need special attention. 

The question of how to thaw 
a whole chicken quickly faced 
me recently. Under cold-run- 
ning water, it took less than two 
hours to bring it to such a state 
that the giblets and neck en- 
cased in their own transparent 
covering could be removed. 

It was then necessary to let 
the chicken drain over a strain- 
er in order to remove as much 
moisture as possible. If the 
chicken {s split at this point, it 
will drain more quickly. Oven 
baking can be used even for a 
bird that weighs three-and-a- 
half to four pounds. If a low 
temperature is chosen, the chick- 
en will be well browned and 
tender in about an hour. 

Of course, it. should be well 
brushed with butter and sea- 
soned with salt and pepper on 
both sides. I like to baste the 
fowl with the. browned butter 
that accumulates in the pan. If 
you like, a few slices of onion 
may be arranged on the skin 
side. 

You will have the basis for a 
colorful golden brown gravy 
with the browned butter that re- 
mains in the pan. It is easier to 
make this in a skillet than in the 
baking pan. For extra color, 
pour the stock from the giblets 
into the baking pan before add- 
ing it to the blended fat and 
flour. You will then have a 
smooth gravy that need not be 
strained. 


Baked Frozen Roasting Chicken. 


Unwrap and thaw chicken ac- 
cording to directions above (in 
article). Drain thoroughly. Split 
down back. Rub well with salt 
and pepper. Spread inside and 
out with butter. Bake, skin side 
up, in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) about one hour until 
tender. Baste occasionally with 
fat that accumulates in pan, If 
desired, sliced onion may be ar- 
ranged on top of the chicken. 


Golden Brown Gravy. 


Pour fat that has been ac- 
cumulated in pan into skillet. 
Stir in an equal amount of flour. 
Add a small amount of stock in 
which giblets have been cooked 
to blended flour and fat, and 
stir over low heat until slightly 
thickened. Add more stock and 
continue stirring until mixture 
is smooth and thick. Add 
chopped cooked giblets and sea- 
son to taste with salt and pepper.

URNING from one sort of work to another can be 
T restful. Children who sit on benches for hours at a 
time listening, reading and writing often become tired, 
and if they have the opportunity of using a different set 
of nerves and muscles they are relieved and freshened for 
the next lesson. That is why an activity program is so 


- useful to school children and the pupils of secondary 


schools. 

Too few school programs allow for this. Many of 
them still hold fast to the sit still, study and listen program. 
For some children that works passably; for a good many, 
-it is baffling and fatiguing. To help out, some schools 
“have after-school activities.

LOOK AT THOSE words, “after-school.” You see 
“school” does not mean activity and yet activity is the 
“breath of life to children, to students in high school, too. 
“So we have games, practice of music, rehearsals for plays, 
‘lasses for handwork after the five-hour-long school session 
“when teachers are weary and children often hungry— 
anxious to get home and away from what they believe to 
be more school. Some, hungry enough for activity, for 
=personal expression of some sort in action, stay for the 
“after-school session. 

- Why are not these activities a part of the school 
program? Why do the children have to wait until they 
are weary, and their teacher tired out, to get to the relief 
lessons? Why do not the school authorities recognize these 
subjects as educational ones, valuable in the educational 
“process of instruction, essential to the child’s growth 
in many -ways?®

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They Want to Fly Indochina Airlift 


Pilot Employment Agency in New Jers ey Swamped With Applications for $25,000-a-Year Jobs

NEW YORK, May 24. 
OR security reasons, an un- 
named civilian United States 
airline was being hush-hush 
about its contract with the 


French to fly supplies to troops’ 


fighting the Communist-led Viet- 
minh in Indochina. Then a story 
leaked out that the airline was 
offering American pilots $25,000 
a year to fly the C-46 transports 
that would airdrop the supplies 
to the embattled French. 
Nobody knew the name of the 
airline but an item in an avia- 
tion magazine said the Pilots 
Employment Agency at New 
Jersey's Teterboro airport was 
doing the screening for the op- 
eration. The phones at the 
agency started -to ring with one 
long distance call after another. 
Telegrams began to arrive in 
dozen lots. Letters came in at 
the rate of 400 and 500 a duy. 
And pilots, eager to sign up 
right on the dot, jammed the 
P.E.A. office to fill out appli- 
cation forms and list the qualifi- 
cations they hoped would land 
weed &@ $25,000-a-year flying 


“We got enough volunteers to 
set up a small air force and the 
letters and calls and telegrams 
are still coming in,” said Ed- 
ward S. Binder, the harassed 
head of P.E.A., who claims his 
is the world’s only employment 
agency for aviators. : 

All told, Binder figures, the 
agency has received more than 
2000 applications. A lot were 
automatically ruled out because 
the men couldn’t meet the stiff 
requirements. To qualify for the 
hazardous job of flying the Indo- 
china airlift, pilots must be no 
more than 36 years old, have 
3000 hours of command time, 
with at least 1000 hours in a C- 
46, and have an airline transport 
rating, the highest rating a pilot 
can hold. 

“We got letters and calls from 
men who didn’t have any flight 
time at all, from engineers and 
navigators and radio operators 
and aircraft and engine mechan- 
ics,” sighed Mrs- Janice Barden, 
Binder’s assistant, ““We even had 


applications from men making 


up to $18,000 a year in nice se- 
cure jobs in private industry. 
It’s hard to figure out why men 
like that would want to risk 
their necks.” 

Actually the agency was able 
to supply the original “order” 
a pilots right out of its existing 

es. 

“We contacted men whose 
names we had on file and who 
had the right qualifications,” ex- 
plained Mrs. Barden, “and it 
was amazing how excited they 
were about the idea.”

For security reasons, Binder 
isn’t saying whether other 
“orders” for pilots have been re-
